RAILWAY RUNNING AGAIN? - 


Tokyo, To-day. 

It is reported from Harbin 
that over 300 Soviet employees 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
(which was jointly owned by 
Russia and China). have been 
arested on a charge of stirring 
‘up other Russians against the 
Chinese authorities. 

Forty-two others, including 
eight women, -have been arrest- 
ed at Pogranichnaya and other 
places. ‘These have been 
brought into Harbin and 
placed in prison.—Reuter. 


Another Demonstration’ 
Brussels, Yesterday. 


Fifty communists demonstrated 
last evening in front of the Chin- 
ese Legation here and broke: a 
number of ‘windows. .. 

This morning the Belgian police 
raided the houses oceupied by 15 
communists, five of whom were 
detained in custody—Reuter. 

[Last week 500 communists in New 
York demonstrated in front of the 
Chinese Legation there but made no 
attempt to enter. Police reinforce- 
ments had to be rushed to the seene 
to keep order. 

“As a protest against China’s ac- 
tion,” the communists have called for 
a world strike on August 1. 

In Berlin, on July 15, several hun- 
dred communists gathered outside the 
Chinese Consulate at night and 
smashed all the windows, amid cries 
of “Down. with ‘the Chinese Murder- 
era!” “Long Live the Soviet!” 

Then, of course, Chinese in Russia 
are said to have been the objects of 
threats and rough treatment.] 

France Thanked 
Paris, Yesterday. 

In the course of a visit to M. 
Briand (France’s Foreign Secre- 
tary), the Chinese Minister thank- 
ed M. Briand for his intervention 
to bring about a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute between Rus- 
sia and China and assurred him 
that China would respect her in- 
ternational engagements in regard 
to the League of Nations and also 
as a signatory of the- Kellogg. 
Pact, 

The Chinese Minister affirmed 
that China’s only idea was to 
settle the difference by pacific 
means—Reuter. . | -

It is positively asserted that 
China has no intention to wage war 
upon Russia and will not counten- 
ance any idea of backing the White 
Russians.—Reuter. 

Resumption of Traffic 
Mukden, Yesterday. 

A Japanese report from Vladi- 
vostock says that the Russian au- 
thorities there have detained 
about 1,000 Chinese and have plac- 
ed the Chinese Consulate under 
strict military viligance.

CANADA TO-DAY 


RAPID PROGRESS OF NEW 
INDUSTRIES = * 


TREND NORTHWARD. 

Since the construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway and.of the later 
projects now forming _ paris of the 
Canadian National Railway system; 
the development of Western Canada 
has taken the form’ of a constant in- 
flux of population and industry west- 
ward from the .Red River. to the 
Rocky ‘Mountains--2nd beyond into 
British Columbia. é 
_ With the - settlement of much of 
the better class agricultural land in 
Southern Manitoba, Southern Saskat- 
chewan, and Southern Alberta, the 
momentum has changed in direction 
and the tendency is more and more 
towards the opening up of territory 
north of existing lines of transporta- 
tion, this trend of development jead- 
ing in turn-to the construction of 
new railways and the utilisation of 
up-to-date methods of transportation, 
such ag aeroplanes and caterpillar 
tractor trains.’ 

Furthermore, with the advent of 
new. early’ maturing -wheats, the 
northern limits of. agriculture on the 
prairies have been extended té em- 
brace millions of acres of arable 
Jand. In other -parts of Canada, not- 
ably in Ontario and Quebec, agricul- 
ture has accompanjed the northward 
expansion of pulp and paper indus- 
tries and of mining- projects. 

The rapid growth of knowledge as 
to the value of the immense pre- 
Cambrian aren surrounding Hudson 
Ray, measuring in all two million 
square miles ‘of territory, has also 
been a powerful magnet for capital 
and energy in the northland. The 
most northerly mining operations in 
Canada are being carried on in the 
Yukon territory near Dawson. Here, 
at the scene of. the Klondyke rush 
of the late ’nineties, huge dredges 
are. still extracting gold in ap- 
preciable quantities from the pay 
gravel. 

A little further south, in the Keno 
Hill district’ near Mayo, rich silver- 
lend ores are being mined, the con- 
eentrates of which are sent out to 
the south for refining. 
British Columbia there are rich gold- 
silver ores in the Portland Canal dis- 
trict, and at Anyox there is a large 
copper mining and smelting industry. 
The contemplated expansion of rail- 
way facilities into the little known 
territory of Northern British Colum- 
bia east of the “Alaska. panhandle” 
is likely to open up an immensely 
rich territory only recently explored 
by competent geologists. 

: East of the Rockies _ 

East of the Reckies- exploration 
has now. ‘been begun in that small 
section of. the great pre-Cambrian 
shield, which enters ‘the~ Province of 
Alberta in. the neighbourhood of Lake 
Athabasea. In Northern Saskatche- 
wan.and in northern. Manitoba very 
rich mineralised areas have already 
been discovered ‘and exploitation is 
likely to bring in its trend mining 
developments: of immense importance. 
Those mining operations already be 
ing.carried on include 
extensive copper-zinc ore. bodies at 
Flin Flon and Sherritt-Gordon mines 
on the Saskatchewan-Manitoba -boun- 
dary, but promising nickel-eopper 
ores have also. been identified near 
the Rottenstone Lake in. northern

being mined and smelted at Noranda. 
Other districts of. potential import- 
ance include the Oxford Lake area in 
north-eastern Manitoba, the gold min- 
ing area of Central Manitoba, and of 
the Patricia: gold belt in_north-west- 
ern Onterio;) and the Chibougamau 
copper-gold area in northern Quebec. 

The enormous ‘strides made in the 
production of pulp and paper in 
Canada since the war have resulted 
in” greatly’ increased demand for 
pulpwool, and the scope of opera- 
tions of the industry steadily expands 
northward, particularly in the Lake 
St; John region of Quebec, in north- 
western Ontario and in southern 
Manitoba, Capea 

_ Water Power Resources 

The availability of large water 
power resources -has been an indis- 
pensable factor. in the northerly ex- 
tension of indu: in Canada. With- 
in easy transmission distance of prac- 
tically all of the important mineral 
and pulpwood areas are found poten- 
tial water power sites capable of 
producing large bloeks of low-cost 
power. - Several of these northerly 
sites are now in process. of develop- 
ment. and others have been complet. 
ed recently. In this category may be 
placed the Island ° Falls - project, 
operated by the Hudson Bay Mining 
and Smelting Company, Ltd, on the 
‘Churchill River in Saskatchewan, for 
the supply of power at the Flin Flon 
mine; the hydro-electric power plant 
at’ Cameron Falls on the Nipigon 
River in nerth-western Ontario; and 
at Smoky Falls on the Mattagami 
River’ .in northern Ontario; © the 
hydraulic. -developments at Paugan, 
Chelsea and Farmers Rapids on the 
Gatinear River - in Quebec; at the 


| High Falls.on the Lieve River in the 


same Province and at Isle Maligne, 
Chute a Carori and several other 
sites. on the Saguenay River, and’ its 
tributaries in the Lake St. John dis- 
trick of Quebec. 

‘The important part played by the 
railways. in the. great -move north- 
-ward must not de overlooked. Not 
only has railway expansion provided 
facilities for marketing the products 
of agriculture,. mines, forests and 
fisheries; not only. have the railway 
companies shown immense energy in. 
assisting the

RAYON FACTORIES 


PRODUCTION PLANS FOR 
RUSSIA - ; 


According to. the Berlin. correspon- 


‘dent of the “Financial Times,” very 


active interest is being manifested by 
German firms connected with the. pro- 
duction of rayon {artificial silk) in the: 
efforts of the Soviet Government to 
establish the. industry in Russia. The 
use. of silk had been almost suppressed 
by the Russian Communist authorities 
on the grounds that there is no place 
for it in a nation of. workers. 

A‘ different view has established ‘it- 
self duririg the past few years, and 
it has been decided’that the wearing 
of articles made of silk or of rayon 
does not necessarily mark the 
“capitalist.” : 

Scraps of information have reached 
Germany through the German experts, 
whose opinion on the subject has been 
asked by the Soviet Government, and 
from these it would sppeat.that.a five 
years’ programme has been drawn up 
by the Economic Section.in Moscow. 

This programme foresees the con- 
struction in Russia of fifteen to twenty 
artificial. sik and artificial wool fac- 
tories by. the end of the year 1933; one 
new rayon factory is already working 
in Leningrad, and the building of two 
others is to be commenced this year. 
The. production capacity of these three 
factories is said to be 20 tons per day. 

Moscow Commission 

In order to further this great ‘pro- 
ject a special artificlal fibre commis- 
sion has been formed in Moscow at 
the head of which is Herr Kostitsch, 
a textile expert who is well known in 
Germany. The Russians realise that 
the production of-rayon depends on 
the assistance of foreigners, and over 
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Butcher Meat.

PACIFIC.TO EUROPE 


NEW PASSENGER SERVICE TO BE 
- ESTABLISHED ‘ 

On the tompletion of two 10,000 
dead-weight ton motor ships now 
being -built by the East Asiatie Com- 
pany, a new passenger service will be 
established-between the North Pacific 
and Europe, aceording to C. Jensen, 
Pacific coast mansger of the company, 
with headquarters at. San Francisco. 

The vessels will have accommoda- 
tion for 51-first class passengers and 
will have 70,000.‘cu. ft. of cold 
storage space. ‘They will have a speed 
of 14 knots enabling them to ‘make 
the run from North Pacific ports to” 
Northern Europe in about 23 days. 

The serviee will begin in January. 
They are to operate on a_ schedule 
apart from that of the regular vessels 
of the company which make 14'to 16 
sailings yearly frem the North Pacific 
— “New York Journal of Commerce.”

INVESTMENTS IN ALLIED 
COMPANIES 


DECLINE IN PROFITS 


The report of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Co. shows a small de- 
cline in the profits for the year 1928 
from £737,293 to £729,367. Interest 
absorbs £272,151, an increase of 
£24,738, due to the fact that the 
amount ‘of _6 per cent, Debentures 
was increased last July by £2,000,000; 
and the net profit works out “at 
£457,216, as against £489,880 for 
1927. The dividend ,on the Ordinary 
stock -is maintained at 5 per cent, 
but the ~ balance carried forward is 
reduced .from £73,163 to £46,879. 
The profits, of course, are struck 
after providing for depreciation. of 
the fleet,.but the auditor points out 


that the provision in this respect has |- 


been caleulated at a lower rate’ than 
hitherto. : 

There are a number of. interesting 
changes ‘in- the balance sheet. The 
book value of the fleet, of invest- 
Ments in allied shipping companies 
and in other allied companies, which 
are combined. in one item, -is 
£16,253;755.- This is less than cost, 
though to what extent is not stated, 
but the anditor questions the values, 
under present conditions, placed upon 
investments in allied shipping com- 
panies, A substantia] increase is |- 
shown in the item “cash balances, 
bills receivable, balances in the hands 
of agents, and accrued interest on 
investments”; this amounts to 
£1,114,580, against £310,603. Debts 
due to the company have risen fro 
£411,088 to £483,207. 

On the liabilities side- of the bal- 
ance sheet. bills. payable have fallen 
from £658,125 to £421,471, and “sun- 
dry . balances, accounts . not closed, 
and debts owing by the company” 
now stand at £1,404,890 instead of 
£2.257,070, which included’ a loan 
from the company’s bankers of 
£428,484. The company’s contingent 
liabilities show an increase on the 
year. While guarantees under the 
Trade Facilities Acts and bills under 
discount -of a subsidiary company 
have fallen ‘from £3,853,959 to 
£3,275,947, the unealled capital 
liability upon. investments has risen 
from £1,655,590 to £2,105,590.

If persons h d .been-ino- 
culated or .were more or less immune 
from the disease it was possible for 
them.to.get a mild attack and not go to 
to a doctor at all. Tt was also possible 
for these people to become carriers, and 
some passed on the germs without ever 
having felt. illin their lives.

Conferences of 1924-25, a commission 
has been set up by the League of

‘MAGISTRATE, B AND’ POLICE. 

‘An argument ~ arose ‘during the 
hearing of a case at the’ Marine 
Court this morning, between the 
Hon. Commander. G. F. Hole, Har- 
bour Master and Marine Magistrate, 
and Crown Sergt. Sheppard of the 
Water Police as to the -procedure 
adoped by the Police in: Court cases. 

Crown Sergt. Sheppard, who con- 
ducts all the cases for the Water 
Police, was about to question a 
witness for the ‘ prosecution when 
the Magistrate: objected ,on : the 
ground that- he was npt dowh on 
the charge sheet as the complainant, 

Sergt. Sheppard explained that he 
had always done so, and that was 
the usual procedure adopted. He 
could not be put down ..as the com- 
plainant, because he did. not arrest 
accused, nor was he on duty at the 
time. : 

His . Woiship- ‘asked Sergt. 
Sheppard why Lance-Sergt. Wotton 
could mot question the accused as 
he was. the officer. who effected the 
arrest? 

Lance-Sergt. Wotton said that he 
did not hear the witness’s evidence 
as he was out of the Court room at 


.the time. 


His Worship, after further argu- 
ment, finally allowed Crown Sergt. 
Sheppard to question the ‘witness. 

Offence Denied - 

The case in question was one 
against a mistress of a sampan who 
was charged with anchoring in the 
Causeway Bay harbour -of refuge 
without a written permission to do 
80. Aecused denied the offence 
and said that she was never in the 
shelter but. was asleep at the time 
when the officer boarded her vessel, 
which was anchored outside. 

Lance-Sergt. Wotton said that as 
he entered the shelter a number of 
sampans scattered. He noticed 
that accused was oné of the bunch. 
Outside he managed +o arrest her. 

The coxawain of ‘No. 9 Police 
launch said that he- saw accused 
being arrested outside the shelter. 
He did not see her inside at all. 

' Accused-in stating her case denied 
ever having been inside the shelter.

Addressing accused, His Worship 
asked her if she thought he would 
believe that the Police officer had 
taken down her number. because she 
had not committed an ‘offence 2 It 
wis. ~ very: improbable ; isthat ;the.

ble if’ she was outside. 

On the other hand he could not 
believe her story. It-was Gs

"LEAGUE'S PLEA FOR | 
CENSORSHIP, 


THE US. PRODUCT 


Mr. William Marston Seabury, in 
his book entitled, “Motion Picture 
Problems: ° The €inema-and the 
League of Nations,’ while advocat- 
ing that there should be an inter- 
national censorship of films through 
the medium of the League of Na- 
tions; has some: biting criticiams 
to make of the quality of American 
films, and: quotes other authorities 
who hold similar. views. 

The appeal of the film, he states, 
“is now primarily and deliberately 
emotional.- It ia addressed to thé 
unintelligent masses, the mentality 


of which is estimated by producers | ' 


in America as that of a 14-year-old 
child, .The baser.and not the 
higher emotions are played upon 
for profit. Its intellectual quality 
is negligible. 2! 

“There are many who believe that 
the. standards exploited in the 
pictures of the day encourage ‘the 
violation of .every known precept, 
induce a disregard for law - and 
order, and stimulate the commission 
of crime. False. and erroneous 
views of life are impressed upon the 
ignorant and youthfol audiences of 
the world.” 

“School of Crime” 

Mr. Seabury quotes Mr. H. L. 
Mencken, 
Mercury,” as describing the stories 
of current picture successes as 
“precisely what the servant girls of 
my youth used to find in the ‘Fire- 
side Companion.’ * In other words, 
what I found there was simply 
mawkish and maudlin garbage.” 

He further quotes the Rev. Canon 
W..S. Chase, D.D., as having fre- 
quently referred.to the creen as 
“the school of crime in every coun-

try in the world”; Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, © President of 
Columbia’ University, for “its de- 
struction of ideals that for centuries 
have proved wholesome and worthy 
of preservation” ; and Mr. Charles 
Evan® Hughes, a former Secretary 
of State.of the United States, of its 
“pernicious distortion” of the way.

Quite frequently, of course, 
successful men, speaking to 
gatherings of younger colleagues, 
pay tribute to the benign influ- 
ence of their womenfolk.

Washington, Yesterday. 
On the ‘ground that the “purely 
military expenses of the United 
States are greater - - than those of 
any other’ nation,” and ‘that there 
is less danger of war. now than at 
any period in the last half. century, 


Pres, Hoover has decided to appoint |’ 


a Military Commission, composed of 
officers of the General Staff, to 
enquire as to a reduction in military 
expenditure. 

Pres. Hoover has pointed out that 
the estimated military outlay for 
19383 ‘will be $803,000,000 an in- 
crease of $120,000,000 over those of 
last year—and that the average 
pre-war “expenditure of the Army 
and Navy is $266,000,000. . Also 
that the possibility of tax reduction 
largely depended on their ability 
to curtail military and naval ex- 
-penditure. © 

Pres. Hoover considers that the 
national situation has been modified 
by the Kellogg’ Treaty and also 
hopes for economy through the 
Naval Disarmament Agreement. 

“This is interested as referring to 
the possibility of an Anglo Ameri- 
can Naval Agreement.—Reuter’s 
American Service. 


SOVIET & BRITAIN 


AMBASSADOR TO FRANCE

The Soviet understands that the 
British Government’s note merely pro- 
poses a preliminary exchenge of views 
solely on the question of procedure 
and believes that such negotiation may 
be concluded in the shortest possible 
time..
